Boyne education officials are 
going to patch up the high school 
roof which they found to be in ‘‘ter- 
rible shape.’’ The roof repair will 
hold off the leaks over the winter 
and give the board the chance to 
determine the best way to fix the 
roof that in places is 24 years old. 

‘Jt’s in bad shape,'’ said board 


member John Mathers, Jr. ‘‘If we 
spend money now to patch, we can 
spend the time over the winter to 
plan the total job.”’ 

The roof repair gould cost up to 
$150,000, according to superinten- 
dent Rich Kelly, who made a tour on 
the roof with Mathers. His cost 
figure was an estimate from a con-

East Jordanto discuss budget increases 


Budget increases in three propos- 
ed areas were discussed Tuesday, 
Aug. 21, by city council in East 
Jordan. Increased expenditures 
were requested for the fire depart- 
ment, senior center, and the city's 
liability umbrella policy. 

Council set hearings for public 
comment on city budget amendment 
expenditures to be held Thursday, 
Sept. 4, at 7 p.m., and Tuesday, 
Sept. 18 at 7 p.m. 

The fire department's request for 
$3,400 would increase its budget 
from $41,960 to $45,350. The ex- 
pected increase is due to an un- 
usually high number of calls 
recently for chimney fires. The relo- 
cation of the department's answer- 
ing #érvice has also added to depart- 
ment costs. 


A second issue opened for dis- 
cussion at the public hearings will 
be the city’s liability umbrella insur- 
ance coverage. The city currently 
holds a policy with a liability cover- 
age of $1 million. For an additional 
premium of $1,300 the city can in- 
crease liability coverage to 83 
million. 

A third issue to be opened for 
discussion concerns additional 
expenditures of $2,108 to cover 
utility costs at the community build- 
ing. A new lease agreement in the 
works between senior citizens and 
the city would require seniors to pay 
utilities on the senior center 
building. A delay in signing of the 
lease by the city has put the city over 
the budget. 

In other business council agreed

The board then voted to spend up 
to $2,450 with B and B Roofing 
Company to come in and patch up 
the obvious places where the leaking 
and cracks are occurring.

Renovations will consist of 
a new emergency door, kitchen 
improvements and roof repair. 

The city awarded a second bid to 
M&A Electric of Boyne City for elec- 
trical generator hookups at the city's 
water and sewer plants. The hook- 
ups: will ensure the city of electri- 
city in the event of a power outage at 
a cost of $11,306. 

Council appointed Bob Tims to 
the Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sion. Tims will replace Bruce Wood- 
cock. 

City superintendent Mike Dionne 
was appointed chairman to a com- 
mittee which will work specifically at 
creating an emergency prepared- 
ness plan for the city. 


will also be in charge of school at- 
tendance, on a teacher pay schedule 
with additional one-sixth teacher 
pay added, because he has been 
given no preparation period. Kelly 
noted McGeorge must also put in a 
great deal of after-school time in 
connection with the athletics 
program. 

Other teacher matters included 
teacher aide layoff in playground 
supervision.

Tuition for students outside the 
district will be $1700.33 for kinder- 
garten, $3400.66 for grades 1 
through 6, and $3519.67 for grades 7 
through 12. 

The board placed dental insur- 
ance with Michigan Association of 
School Boards, and contracted with 
Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate 
School District to allow it use of 
three Boyne City classrooms. The 
rooms to be used to teach students 
with disabilities will bring the school 
around $11,000, Kelly said. 

He noted that the school is in good 
shape financially with fund equity of 
$529,295 from last year, which will 
support some budget needs for the 
coming year.

Mound systems still 
in committee 


The proposed Charlevoix County 
sanitary code with its much-discus- 
sed section on above-ground-level 
septic systems has returned to com- 
mittee along with written opinions 
from county residents. County com- 
missioners wanted the proposed 
code reviewed in terms of these 
opinions. 

Health District II's present code 
was set in May 1966. The proposed 
update, according to commie- 
sioners, has minor changes except 
for the section on septic systems. 
‘‘Mounda’”’ as the above-ground 
systems are called, did not appear in 
the '66 code though they have been 
mandated by the department since 


then on a few building sites around 
the county. 

Mounds are considered a feasible 
alternative to a buried septic system 
when the water tabie is so high that 
it makes a buried system unsafe. In 
the proposed code, specific regula- 
tions govern the possibility of use of 
mounds. 

Commissioner Oral Sutliff said 
the committee work may take a few 
months. ‘‘None of us want to see it 
drag on, but we don’t want to rush it 
just to complete it by a particular 
date."’ 

He said the hope is that the pro- 
posed code, which must be ap-

_ like to think in color when these 
vegetables and fruits are available, 
such as beets, corti, cabbages, green 
and yellow beans; no need for meals to 
be dull. The following recipes can us- 
ually be made with the canned varie- 
ties, though now is the time for that 
fresh garden taste. These vegetable 
dishes are a delight to behold as well 
as having that special garden flavor. 
, Why not try... 

PICKLED BEETS 

Wash the beets thoroughly and cut 
off the tops about one inch above the 
root. If the beets are very young the 
tops can be cooked for greens. Of 
course, the best greens are the ones 
you save when thinning the beets, 
leaving those tiny beets on, served 
with a little butter, vinegar and salt 
and pepper. 

Now back to the beets. Cook them in 
water to cover until tender. Let them 
cool a little then peel the skins off; it 
slips off easily, then slice. 
Ingredients: 

2 cups beets, or 1 can sliced canned 
beets 

“ cup vinegar 

‘A cup water 

% cup of honey or “2 cup brown sugar 
‘4 teaspoon cifamon 

About 1/16 teaspoon cloves 

Heat syrup to the boiling point, add 
the beets and simmer about 5 minutes 
These beets should marinate a while 
before serving. They do not need to be 
chilled. Good either way.

.watering ponds.

We don’t know the size of the 
water mains that are in front of the 
building in question, but we do 
know that in many areas of the city, 
they are hopelessly inadequate for 
fighting a major fire of the sort the 
department had last week. 

If the city, in their looking for 
grants, could come up with a grant 
so that they could replace many of 
the mains with larger ones, that 
would be a great help to those who 
have to fight the fire and endure 
listening to some of the comments 
made by the spectators who always 
turn out when there is a fire. 

We also can see the need for the 
city to start saving up for some kind 
of aerial device so that they could 
get on top of some of the fires to 
spray water down. Right now, we 
have to thank the electrical com- 
panies who are generous with 
letting the department have the use 
of the Hi-Rangers they use in 
hanging wire. 

It may come to that when one 
considers all the construction going 
on around the town that seems to be 
getting higher and larger each 
week. 

It is also strange that the fire 
departments in the immediate area 
don’t have a capability to get above 
a fire other than the City of Petos-

Fire destroyed the offices and the 
warehouse of Boyne Commodities 
last Wednesday after a welding 
torch apparently set fire to the build- 
ing. The fire department was on the 
scene within seconds after the call 
was sounded at 6:27 p.m. 

The building housed the com- 
modity firm, which was a govern- 
ment storage facility that serves the 
northern part of Michigan with 
surplus food for the schools and the 
food program for the disadvantaged, 
as well as the legal offices for Wil- 
liam Battiste, Jr. 

The building, which was built in 
the late 1920s, was used as a meat 
packing plant, an ice making firm, 
and a freezer plant, as well as its 
latest use as a distribution center for 
the food programs. 

It is owned by former Boyne City 
resident, William Battiste, Sr., who 
now lives in Virginia. 

The fire, which started by sparks 
from a cutting torch, apparently 
ignited the insulation of one of the 
sections. The insulation was made of 
ground cork and sawdust. Workers 
were clearing out some old steel that 
was going to be in the way of 4 new 
compressor that was ordered just a 
few weeks ago and was to be instal- 
led this week. 

Firemen were on the scene until 
1:30 a.m. and were called back to 
the location after smoldering debris 
caught fire the next morning. 

No estimate was given for the 
amount of loss, but the office of 
William Battiste, Jr. was only water 
damaged, according to the 
Battistes. They expect to be able to 
continue once they have cleaned up 
the mess and return the law books 
and other files to the office. 

Members of the whole family 
worked during the fire to save all the 
books and records of the law firm, as

The company made 
deliveries to some of the schools.on 
Friday, Battiste said. hs 

Clean up of the building is under- 
way, according to John Battiste, 
who is running the commodity firm. 

The fire destroyed the main refri- 
gerated section of the building 
which housed the butter and cheese. 
Other parts of the building were not 
touched by the fire due to the many 
block walls that separated the 
compartments of the building. The 
dry food areas, which are housed in 
a separate structure, were not 
harmed according to Battiste. 

Working with the fire department 
to contain the blaze were members 
of the East Jordan Fire Department, 
Consumers Power and Wolverine 
Power. Both electrical firms assisted 
the fire department with Hi-Ranger . 
lifts so that the firemen could put 
water down into the building. 

C.H. Smith construction was also 
called to assist in helping to uncover 
blazing wood so that the firemen 
could put it out. They brought in a 
backhoe and cleared out walls so 
that the fire could be uncovered. 

Members of the sheriff’s depart- 
ment also helped with traffic control 
along with a few other volunteers 
who helped the firemen move hoses. 

According to observers at the fire, 
it seemed that the fire department 
had some problems getting enough 
water to fight the blaze. That situa- 
tion was remedied when the depart- 
ments set up pumpers to draw water 
out of the lake.

Walloon Lake author H. Gordon Frost’s 
latest book about the world's oldest profes- 
sion isn’t what one might expect. In fact, it 
ended up being far from what Frost had 
expected when he first got the idea 15 years 
ago. ; 
The Gentlemen’s Club; The Story of 
Prostitution in El Paso, is a historical docu- 
mentation of brothels in El Paso, Texas and 
that town’s sister city of Juarez, Mexico. It 
isn’t pornography nor is it a blatant plea for 
the acceptance of prostitution. 

The book spans over 100 years of prosti- 
tution starting with El Paso’s tenderloin 
district in the 1800s to current day hitch- 
hookers of the 1980s. Frost read every El 
Paso newspaper from 1848 to 1983, inter- 
viewed over 50 prostitutes ranging in age 
from 11 to 104, and he scanned police files 
and private ledgers. 

He now calls Gentlemen's Club the most 
facinating research project he has ever been 
involved in, and he has researched and 
authored or co-authored six other books. 

The Gentlemen’s Club will be unveiled in 
northern Michigan on Friday, Aug. 31 at 
Volume I Bookstore in Petoskey with an 
autograph party from 1 to 3 p.m. Refresh- 
ments will be served. 

While the book focuses on El Paso, it is a 
rendering of the prostitution profession that 
can be held true almost anywhere from the 
big city hookers to the traveling ladies of 
the hunting camps. Prostitution is similar 
everywhere as are the women to practice it. 

‘I did notice similarities in personali- 
ties,’’ Frost said, ‘‘I discovered they are the 
most honest women I have ever come 
across, as contrasted with certain society 
women.

‘They don’t dress in the garish clothes 
that Hollywood makes us believe they do. 
They are like our neighbors.’’ 

Frost fell into the idea of writing a book 
on prostitution after he gave a banquet 
apeech titled Wire, Windmills, Whiskey, 
Women and Work; The Real Winners of the 
West. The main focus of the talk was of the 
importance of firearms in shaping the west. 

The organization had specifically reques- 
ted that Frost try to jazz up his talk a bit, as 
contrasted with previous speakers who had 
a tendency to put the audience to sleep. 

‘‘When I got to the part about women, I 
mentioned three prostitutes and told about 
how prostitution was also important in settl- 
ing the west. Without them, the men would 
go and shoot up the area, take the gold and 
turquoise, and return to the women. Pros- 
titution brought culture and had a settling 
influence.”’ 

Frost said when he returned to Walloon 
Lake after that speech, he received 71 
letters ‘requesting more information about 
the women. That’s when he decided a book 
was in order. 

‘Books have been written about prosti- 
tution,’’ Frost said, ‘‘but they depicted the 
girls in a scornful, finger pointing, hypo- 
critical way.’’ 

This author wanted to do it in another 
way. And he has. Through his research, he 
came around 180 degrees on the subject of 
prostitution, he said. 

Wrote Frost in the book’s epilogue: 
“When I first embarked on the odyssey of 
chronicling the intimate details of El Paso’s 
oft-ignored-thus hidden-professionally pas- 
sionate past, I had strong prejudices 
against prostitutes and their profession. 
However, in genesis and maturation of the

Gentlemen’s Club, my attitudes slowly took 
a complete turnabout due to the self-evi- 
dent truths encountered. 

‘*|..1It is past time that we approach the 
problem of prostitution from a sensible, 
realistic aspect: one that deals jointly with 
decriminalization and humane treatment 
for some of the most human, beings.’’ 

Frost went about his research and inter- 
viewing in a professional, diplomatic 
manner. He paid the women he interviewed 
$50 for their time and tales. He began with

an extensive list of questions about them 
and their work, and found that after they 
had answered the questions, they were 
willing to open up a bit and relate what 
became some of the most interesting as- 
pects of the book. 

The main hurdle was to get the women to 
believe he was not a member of the Vice 
Squad, but an actual author doing serious 
research. Since he was paying for his in- 
terviews, word got out and Frost found him-

self being approached by prostitutes eager 
to tell their story. 

One of his most interesting interviews 
was with a woman 104 years old who had 
worked in one of the most famous establish- 
ments in the 1800s. She eventually went on 
her own to Mexico and started a partner- 
ship with ‘‘Nigger Red.’’ 

The woman, Lucy Martin, would only 
speak Spanish, although she knew English. 
Fortunately Frost speaks Spanish as well 
and was able to document ner facinating 
story even though the woman wouldn’t 
allow a tape recording of their conversation 
or a photograph for fear she may cause 
embarrassment to one of her many great- 
great grandchildren. 

Summing up the interviews, Frost rela- 
ted: ‘‘Most of the girls I talked to would 
rather not be in another business. They 
make so much money so fast. All of the girls 
felt they were performing a service. If it 
wasn’t for the demand, they wouldn’t be 
there to supply.

All of American Spoon Foods preserves 
are made from the wild fruit and lemon 
juice, with only a little sugar added, and 
sometimes none at all. There is no water or 
pectin added to harden the preserves. 

‘These are the finest preserves made in 
the world,’’ Rashid boasts. ‘'They are so 
excellent because we try not to destroy what 
nature made perfect.’’ 

Other products include things like cran- 
berry-maple sauce and tomato-apple relish. 
Curry, spinach and tomato fettucine hangs 
around the shop, too, as do the delicious 
and famous more] mushrooms, which sell 
for $10 an ounce.
